Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Connors et al, discloses adding to a papermaking furnish copolymers 
comprising 0-60 mol-% N-alkyI acrylamide having 1-16 carbon atoms in the alkyi group, 
20-95 mol-% acrylamide and 5-80 mol-% cationic monomers, which broadly include the 
claimed monomers. Tertiary-octyl acrylamide (t-OAAm) is not named nor is the claimed 
surfactant disclosed. Other prior art, lovine et al (4305860), discloses copolymers 
comprising acrylamide, t-OAAm and cationic monomers but specifies that the 
composition contains no surfactant. The Applicants have provided data demonstrating 
improvement in each of the claimed improving effects i, ii, ill as well as the claimed 
improved ratio of burst index in a paper made by adding the claimed polymer/surfactant 
combination to the papermaking pulp slurry. Replacing the t-OAAm with another 
monomer or using different surfactants or no surfactant failed to provide paper showing 
the claimed improvement in each of the four areas. The pulp sheet of product-by- 
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process claim 14 has a unique structure over paper not made using tlie claimed 
polymer/surfactant combination as evidenced by the four improved properties discussed 
above.
